HISTORY. 

May  19th,  1875,  the  General  Synod  of  the 
Reformed  Church  of  the  United  States  con- 
vened in  Trienial  Session  in  the  St.  John's 
Reformed  Church  of  this  city.  At  this 
meeting  many  of  the  ministers  of  the 
church  were  so  favorably  impressed  with 
the  future  outlook  of  the  city  and  the  pros- 
pects of  the  Reformed  Church,  that  there 
was  a  general  desire  that  at  as  early  a  date 
as  possible,  there  might  be  organized  in 
the  city  an  English  Reformed  Church.  No 
definite  action  however  was  taken  in  the 
matter  until  in  1882,  when  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions  of  the  Ohio  Synod  sent  its 
Missionary  Superintendent,  Rev.  S.  P. 
Meyers,  upon  the  grounds  with  instructions 
to  make  a  careful  canvass  of  the  city,  and 
in  due  time  report  the  results  to  the  Board. 
When  the  canvffcss  was  completed,  the 
Superintendent  made  a  very  favorable  re- 
port to  the  Board,  whereupon,  on  the  9th 
day  of  January,  1883,  the  Board  commis- 
sioned Rev.  T.  J.  Bacher  as  Missionary  to 
Fort  Wayne.  The  commission  was  ac- 
cepted, and  on  the  6th  day  of  April,  1883,  - 
the  Missionary  entered  upon  his  field  of 
labor.  On  the  8th  day  of  April  the  first 
sermon  was  preached  in  the  little  Jewish 
Synagogue  on  Harrison  Street,  between 
Wayne  and  Washington  Streets.  In  this 
place  the  congregation  worshipped  until 
February  1st,  1884,  after  which  the  services 
were  held  in  the  Rathbone  Hall  on  West 
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Berry  Street,  until  the  Chapel  was  built  on 
the  lot  now  owned  by  the  church  on  East 
Washington  Street. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  permanent  organization  was  effected 
on  Whit  Sunday,  May  13th,  1883,  with  fifty 
Charter  members.  A  constitution  was 
adopted  and  officers  elected  as  follows : 
Elders,  F.  D.  Paulus,  W.  H.  Habecker; 
Deacons,  H.  P.  Vordermark,  Henry  Reh- 
ling;  Trustees,  J.  W.  Vordermark,  Martin 
Connett,  Jacob  Certia;  D.  W.  Souder,  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer. 

CHURCH  PROPERTY. 

The  present  location  of  church  property, 
lot  96,  on  East  Washington  Street,  between 
Barr  and  Lafayette  Streets,  consisting  of 
95  feet  front,  was  purchased  June  13th, 
1883,  at  a  cost  of  $4000.  At  a  later  date  the 
Congregation  sold  of  this  lot  on  the  east  side 
35  feet  front,  to  Rev.  T.  J.  Bacher,  for  the 
sum  of  $1500.  April  1st,  1888,  at  the  close 
of  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  T.  J.  Bacher,  the 
Congregation  again  purchased  the  35  feet 
for  a  parsonage  lot,  at  a  cost  of  $1800. 

THE  CHAPEL   BUILDING. 

The  lecture  rooms  now  standing  in  the 
rear  end  of  the  church  lot,  were  built  in 
the  Summer  of  1884  at  a  cost  of  $3150. 
The  Corner  Stone  was  laid  April  27th,  1884, 
and  the  Chapel  dedicated  July  27th,  1884. 
These  rooms  have  been  a*  pleasant  church 
home  for  the  Congregation  for  a  period  of 
nearly  ten  years.  Here  the  Congregation 
has  worshipped,  and  the  word  of  God  has 
been  preached,  and  the  Sacraments  admin- 
istered. In  these  rooms  dedicated  to  the 
Lord,  souls  have  been  borne  into  the  King- 
dom, infants  and  adults  dedicated  to  the 
Lord  in  Holy  Baptism,  the  youth  instructed, 
and  at  the  Alter  hearts  have  been  united 
in  the  sacred  bonds  of  Holy  wedlcck.  Here 
too,  words  of  comfort  have  been  spoken  to 
the  bereaved  and  sorrowing  friends 
have  taken  a  long  and  last  farewell  of  their 
departed  loved  ones     Here,  in  this  Chapel 


the  Church  has  enjoyed  a  steady  and  pros-   s 
perous  growth,  until  it  has  to-day  in  its 
fold  well  on  to  three  hundred  souls. 

THE  SABBATH  SCHOOL 

The  Sabbath  School  was  organized  May  \ 
6th,  1883,  and  has  been  well  sustained  up  to  •' 
the  present  date.      F.   D.   Paulus  was  its  — 
first  Superintendent,  and  during  the  time 
of  its  organization  has  held  this  office  for  a 
period  of  eight  years.     D.  W.  Souder,  the 
present  incumbent,  is  filling  his  third  year 
of  office.     The  School  has  grown  to  an  en- 
rollment of  some  more  than  150,   with  an 
average  attendance  of  about  115.    The  Sab- 
bath School  has  been  the  nursery  of  the 
church    and    in    its  present  healthy  and 
prosperous  condition,  bids  fair  to  be  a  con- 
tinuous revenue  to  the  Congregation. 

PASTORATE. 

The  pastorate  of  Rev.  T.  J.  Bacher  ex- 
tended over  a  period  of  five  years,  begin- 
ning April  6th,  1883  and  closing  April  1st, 
1888.  During  this  period  there  were  256 
accessions  to  the  church,  78  of  this  number 
remain  in  the  Congregation  to  this  date. 
Of  the  fifty  Charter  members  there  are  yet  \ 
sixteen  in  connection  with  the  churh.  Dur-  / 
ing  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  T.  J.  Bacher,  the  \ 
church  lot  was  purchased,  the  lecture  1 
rooms  built  and  the  indebtedness  of  both  ' 
canceled. 

After  the  pastoral  relationship  of  Rev.  T. 
J.  Bacher  was  dissolved,  Rev.  A.  K.  Zart- 
man,  then  pastor  of  the  First  Reformed 
Church  of  Goshen,  Ind.,  was  unanimously 
elected  to  the  pastorate,  and  a  call  was 
extended  him,  dated  April  18,  1888.  After 
some  weeks  of  prayerful  deliberation  the 
call  was  accepted,  and  the  newly  elected  pas- 
tor entered  formally  upon  his  work  June  1 
1888.  The  pastor  and  his  family,  consis 
ing  of  himself,  wife  and  daughter  removes 
to  the  city  July  1,  1888  Tney  were  lothe 
to  sever  the  ties  of  love  and  fei  owship  by 
which  they  were  bound  if>  the  members  of 
their  former  parish.   '         '  Ming  assured 
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**  that  the  Lord  had  opened  to  them  another 
door  of  labor,  they  felt  themselves  con- 
strained to  be  obedient  to  the  voice  of  God. 
ft  was  most  gratifying-  to  them  to  be  so 
cordially  received  by  the  people  of  their 
new  field  of  labor.  For  six  years  the  union 
formed  with  the  members  of  Grace  Church 
has  continued  and  under  very  pleasant  and 
gratifying-  circumstances.  The  bonds  of 
love  and  fellowship  have  in  these  years  of 
lmutual  toils,  prayers,  anxieties,  sorrows 
and  joys,  conflicts  and  triumphs,  been 
gradually  strengthened,  and  the  united 
labors  of  pastor  and  people  greatly  blessed. 
It  is  believed  the  church  has  been  making 
a  healthy  growth  spiritually,  and  it  has 
had  an  encouraging  growth  in  numerical 
strength. 

During  the  present  pastorate  there  have 
been  275  accessions  to  the  church.  Of  this 
number  some  over  200  are  in  full  member- 
ship with  the  church  to  this  date.  The 
debt  of  $1,800  on  the  parsonage  lot  has  been 
canceled,  and  a  parsonage  house  erected  at 
a  cost  of  $2,125.  The  net  proceeds  of  the 
parish  paper,  The  Grace  Church  Vis- 
itor, are  set  apart  as  a  sinking  fund  for 
the  parsonage.  To  this  date  the  indebt- 
edness has  been  reduced  to  about  $1,500. 

SOCIETIES  ORGANIZED. 

Within  the  past  six  years  two  important 
and  prosperous  societies  have  been  organ- 
ized in  the  church — The  Women's  Aid  and 
Missionary  Society  and  the  Young  People's 
Society  of  Christian  Endeavor.  The  form- 
er was  organized  September  1,  1888,  with 
the  following  officers:  President,  Mrs.  A. 
K.  Zartman  ;  Vice-President,  Mrs.  F.  D. 
Paulus;  Secretary,  Emma  Ersig;  Treas- 
urer, Mrs.  A.  McClure.  This  society,  by 
its  activity  and  enterprise,  has  contributed 
very  largely  to  the  financial  as  well  as 
spiritual  success  and  well  being  of  the 
church  It  haj  in  the  main  canceled  the 
indebtedness^  on  the  parsonage  lot,  and  has 
on  hand  a  Kind  oi  6t"?t-  $2,000  for  the  new 
church  auditor  id   it  is  confidently 


expected  that  this  amount  will  be  increased 
to  $3,000  before  the  church  will  be  com- 
pleted. 

The  Young  People's  Society  of  Christian 
Endeavor  was  organized  February  18,  1890, 
with  twenty-two  active  and  four  associate 
members,  and  with  election  of  the  follow- 
ing officers:  President,  A.  K.  Zartman; 
Vice-President,  Edward  Miller;  Recording 
Secretary,  Emma  Neireiter;  Correspond- 
ing Secretary,  Phillip  Hyman;  Treasurer, 
Mary  Wilkinson.  The  society  has  been 
the  pastor's  "heart's-ease,"  and  the  train- 
ing school  and  recruiting  station  for  the 
young  people.  Much  good  has  been  accom- 
plished through  its  agency,  and  it  is  to-day 
in  a  flourishing  condition. 

THE  NEW  CHURCH   BUILDING. 

For  some  years  past  the  .congregation 
has  already  felt  a  pressing  need  of  com- 
pleting its  church  buildings.  At  the  in- 
stance of  the  pastor  a  meeting  of  the  con- 
gregation was  called  September  19,  1892, 
to  take  into  advisement  the  matter  of 
building.  It  was  found  at  this  meeting 
that  the  members  of  the  church  were  of 
one  mind  in  reference  to  this  project,  and 
a  motion  prevailed  to  take  steps  at  once 
looking  forward  to  the  erection  of  the 
auditorium,  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible. 
By  motion  the  following  committees  were 
appointed:  Soliciting  Committee,  A.  K. 
Zartman,  Martin  jJonnett,  D.  W.  Solder, 
R.  L.  Romy,  F.  D.  Paules,  George  Soliday. 
Jacob  Rudisil,  Valentine  Monn. 

Building  Committee — A.  K.  Zartman, 
James  Vining,  Levi  Bolander,  D.  W.  Sou- 
der,  C.  C.  Gumpper,  R.  L.  Romey,  Martin 
Connett. 

The  Soliciting  Committee  began  its  work 
shortly  after  its  appointment,  and  so  far  has 
been  meeting  with  encouraging  success. 
The  Building  Committee  secured  designs 
for  the  church,  and  at  a  congregational 
meeting  held  in  April,  1893,  the  plans 
furnished  by  Architect  Cass  Chapman,  of 
Chicago,  were  unanimously  accepted.     At 
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a  later  meeting  of  the  church  the  erection 
of  the  auditorium  was  postponed  until  in 
the  spring  of  1894.  In  the  month  of  March 
last  the  contract  for  the  building  was 
awarded  to  Henry  Waldo  &  Bro.,  for  the 
sum  of  $10,513.60,  exclusive  of  stained  glass, 
furniture,  and  inside  painting.  The  total 
cost  of  the  church  completed  and  furnished 
will  probably  reach  the  sum  of  fourteen 
thousand  or  more.  At  this  date  the  found- 
ations of  the  building  are  completed  and 
and  the  arrangements  are  made  in  full  for 
the  laying  of  the  corner  stone,  on  Sabbath 
afternoon,  June  3rd.  We  expect  with  us 
at  this  service,  Rev.  W.  A.  Hale,  of  Day- 
ton, Ohio,  and  Rev.  Dr.  David  VanHorn, 
President  of  the  Theological  Seminary, 
Tiffin,  Ohio,  and  the  pastors  of  the  various 
churches  in  the  city.  It  is  the  present 
hope,  the  Lord  willing,  that  the  church 
may  be  ready  for  dedication  sometime  dur- 
ing the  Easter  season  of  1895. 

And  now  this  brief  and  but  fragmentary 
record  of  our  beloved  church  must  be  con- 
cluded, and  we  do  so  in  the  name  of  the 
Father,  and  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost. 
Amen. 

A  copy  of  this  issue  of  The  Grace 
Church  Visitor,  together  with  the 
church  membership  directory  printed  in 
the  February  number  of  the  VisiOR  will  be 
placed  in  the  corner  stone  of  the  new 
church.  And  before  another  mortal  eye 
shall  scan  this  record  of  "Little  Grace 
Church,"  as  deposited,  we  shall  undoubt- 
edly all  have  passed  into  death.  And  wilt 
Thou,  O  Lord,  grant  us  eternal  fellowship 
with  Thee  and  our  departed  loved  ones. 
A  generation  as  yet  unborn  will  doubtless 
read  this  record,  and  when  they  may  do  so 
may  they  feel  that  although  they  do  not 
know  us  after  the  flesh,  yet  after  the  spirit 
we  'as  are  brethren'  "in  the  house  of  God, 
which  is  the  church  of  the  living  God,  the 
pillar  and  ground  of  truth."  1  Tim.,  3:15.
